D». T. GILBERT SMITH 


Arrives In Bedford After War Adventures 


in Constantinople. 


Dr. Gilbert T. Smith who has been in 


the zone of Europe's greatest war, has re- 
turned to his native land. 
The Doctor 


spent several days recently with his moth- 
er and aunt at the old Watson homestead 
on East Penu Street. 


When Dr. Smith arrived at Constanti- 


nople on August 6, he did not know that 
Russia, Germany, France, England and 
Austria were calling their men to arms. 
The Doctor has had several thrilling and 
unique experiences in different parts of 
the world—from the snow-capped peaks of 
Alaska to where the dark-eyed damsels dip 
their tiny feet in the tepid waters of the 
gulf stream—but his recent adventures in 
the European war zone cap the climax anil 
make his other experiences look tame. 


Dr. Smith related some of his war ad- 


ventures to a Gazette reporter, expressing 
first his great joy at returning to hia 
native land, a peaceful land. 


"Breathes there a man with soul so 


dead, who never to himself hath said, 
'this is my own, my native land,' " 
"I had sailed on the Corcovado, of the 


Hamburg-American line, as ship's sur- 
geon," said Dr. Smith. 
"On the way to 


Odessa and Batoum we stopped at Naples, 
Constantinople and other ports. 
We saw 


no sign of war. 
Imagine our surprise 


when, on coming into Constantinople, we 
found that all Europe was ablaze and that 
we were seized and onr ship converted in- 
to a vessel of war. 


"It was while we were in Constantinople 


that the Breslau and the Goeben, of which 
you have read, were - chased up to the 
Dardanelles by the Indomitable and other 
English dreadnaughts. 


"The two German warships pulled up 


right beside our ship, the Corcovado, and 
we saw them haul down the German flag 
and put up the Turkish colors. The Turks 
are the friends of Germany. I look like a 
German. All I had to do while I was in 
Constantinople, TVUS to say, when a Turk 
met me: 'Allemague!' and they bowed and 
scraped and were friendly at once." 


Dr. Smith had some thrilling and some 


amusing experiences in the land of the 
Tarks, 
-where Europe and Asia meet. 


"Soon after leaving the Black Sea and get- 
ting on the Mediterranean." the Doctor 
said, "I was sitting at dinner beside a lit- 
tle French lady. 
She lifted a glass of 


wine. 
'Will you drink to France?' she 


asked. 
I started to answer. Just then 


there came a boom! boom! I got on deck 
in a jiffy, and up on the bridge beside the 
captain. 
There were three dreadnaughts 


on the horizon. 'What would you do if 
you were in my place?' asked the captain. 
Just then another shot came—boom! whiz! 
It -seemed to me it wasn't three ya.rds> 
from our bow. 'I'd drop anchor,' I shout- 
ed, and a shell exploded right over our 
smokestack as I spoUe. 


-"We dropped anchor and a little British 


officer came aboard as mad—my, my, ho 
was mad! 'Why didn't you stop the first 
time?' he demanded. The captain answer- 
ed he didn't know they were firing at us. 
The officer examined our papers as if he 
wanted to find something agaii)st us, and 
then, disappointed, let us go. 


"We got to Piaeus, the port of Athens, 


and from theie I milled on August 23 on 
the Thessulonica, a Greek boat, which put 
me in New York September 17." 


Dr. Smith was born in Baltimore. His 


great grandfather. Dr. William Watson, 
was six feet three inches in height and 
weighed three hundred and thirty pounds. 
He was a popular physician in Bedford 
from 1805 to 1S3.J, the yenr of his death. 
Dr. Smith's grandfather, Dr. William H. 
Watson, was horn in Bedford. He was sir 
feet one inch in height, and weighe'1 two 
hundred and forty pounds. He was Bed- 
ford's leading physician in the days of 
Pierce, Buchanan and Lincoln. 


Dr. Smith, like his progenitors, is a man 


of herculean proportions. His muscles are 
solid and strong. When in the vicinity of 
Constantinople a Turk with a knife leaped 
up out of the darkness at the Doctor. 
When talking about this adventure Dr. 
Smith said: "I don't know how I did it, 
but I struck the Turk on the point of the 
jaw and he went up in the air."

A word concerning Senator Ends- 
ley's temperance 
professions. 
In 
1910 he traveled up and down the 
hills and dales of the Thirty-sixth 
Senatorial District, professing to be 
an advocate of Temperance. 
In a 
few minor Temperance measures he 
did vote right, but what would he do 
if Local Option or State Prohibition 
would be put up to him? 
The following is on record in the 
Recorder's Office, Somerset, Pennsyl- 
vania, Vol. 138, .page 66, mortgage 
assigned by Calvin L. Deal, hotel 
keeper to J. W. Endsley, July 7,1904, 
for $2,000, being a mortgage against 
the only licensed hotel in Somerfleld, 
Endsley's home town. 
This mort- 
gage, the Records show, never was 
paid, therefore Endsley collects the 
interest, and some day will demand 
;he principal from the licensed hotel 
keeper, while he parades before the 
people shamming Temperance. 
In 1913 there was a general remon- 
strance against the licensed hotels of 
Somerset County signed by many 
;housands of her people, including 
Vfessrs. Hemminger and Lohr, the 
Representatives from Somerset Coun- 
:y. Enthusiasm ran high, and there 
was great danger of no license being 
granted by the Court. 
Instead of 


oining 101 of his neighbors, protest- 
ng against a licensed saloon in his 
home town, Senator Endsley prosti- 
,uted his high office, mocked the sen- 
iment of the people, and with his 
ncoming interest and safety of prin- 
cipal in mind, wrote a letter to influ- 
ence the Court of Somerset- County 
o grant license to the only hotel 
Deeper in his home town.
